Royal mail and bags of gold dust On August 22, Haddock rode 
ihrough the canyons and along the again, in charge of another six-horse 
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team and a replica of the “BX” 
coach. (Owing to lack of stage room 
the team had to be cut to four 
horses.) 

He rode in Ottawa, in the Central 
Canada Exhibition parade, and the 
Post Office Department was as 
pleased as punch to have found him 
and to hear that he would be in Ot- 
tawa on a visit in August, the first 
visit to the East since he went West 
as a young boy in 1886. 

The Post Office, in its Exhibition 





display, depieted the advances in 
mail transportation and was attract- 


ed by a report that Mr. Haddock, 
probably the last of the Cariboo dri- 
vers, was living at Williams Lake, 
BC, where he set up business as a 
fur buyer when the stagecoach bus- 
iness languished. 

At 75, Mr. Haddock was ready and 
wiling. He started driving stage- 
coaches in rough country in 1893

and in 20 years never found a team 
he couldn't handle. 

When gold was discovered in the 
Yukon he hit the Trail of '98 and in 
four Winters drove the stagecoach 
between  Whitehorse and Dawson 
City, turning prospector in the Sum- 
mer when the mail was carried by 
river boat. 

He told the Post Office of the 
pride of the “BX” outfit, formally 
known as the British Columbia Ex- 
press Company, in the protection it 
gave the mail and the gold taken 
from the British Columbia diggings. 
He ran the coach between Ashcroft 
and Barkerville, 280 miles, and got 
the mail through, come rain or shine. 
The bandits who watched the trail 
never invited a charge of buckshot 
from a coach he drove although in 
the rough-and-tough days British 
Columbia had its share of holdups. 

When Arthur was a boy in Ash- 


croft, the stage was robbed two 
miles from the town and a stranger 
soon afterwards took. gold to be 


weighed in the store operated by 
J. O. Haddock, Arthur’s father. One 
nugget had a peculiar shape and Mr. 
Haddock remembered it as being 
part of the shipment carried by the 
robbed coach. 

The storekeeper asked the strang- 
ey to come back later and leave his 
address in the meantime. The store- 
keeper then asked a friend to help 
him, went to the stranger’s room, 
overpowered him and found all the 
stolen gold in his possession. 

The bov who became a driver. to- 
day recalls notable passengers he 
carried— American adventurers who 
talked of “gun law" and lynching; 
English noblemen looking for griz- 
zlies: missionaries and riff-raff; and 
the lively entertainer who gave Ro- 
bert W. Service the character known 
in his poetry as the “Rag-time Kid.” 

His family went into the West 
from New Brunswick and settled at 
Ashcroft. where young Arthur went 
to school, watching the stagecoach 
drivers with the admiration modern 
boys give to airplane pilots. 

Apart from a spell of coach driv- 
ing in Nevada, his four years in the 
Yukon and one trip to Calgary to 
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see the Stampede in the Alberta city, 
Mr. Haddock has been in British 
Columbia since then. 


P.S. Editors Note:—This Post Of- 


fice float was one of the best in the 


parade at the Ex. Naturally it was 
not in the competition for a prize 
but it was awarded a complimentary 
plaque. As soon as the float came 
abreast of the crowd all along the 
street, the hand clapping was very 
noticeable. This, of course, was part- 
ly due to the driver, A. W. Haddock 
who had been an actual stage driver 
for the B.C. Express Company be- 
tween Ashcroft and  Barkersville, 
B.C. fifty years ago. He seemed to 
be right at home in spite of the fact 
that he had not held the reins for 
about 40 years and also that he was 
75 years of age.

We apologize for this omis- 
sion and make belated amends by 
publishing these missing items and 
completing the file of Mr. Richard- 
son's offerings in P.S. for the many 
fans who have been saving them. 


#167—3e¢ 1897 Jubilee Plate 
Numbers 


For sometime I have been trying 
to complete my 1897 Jubilee plate 
number material. Two of the missing 
spots are in the common 3e value. 
As is well known, ten plates were 
used, these being plates #1, 2, 3, 4, 
T1, 12:0: 13324; 28, and 29. 

These are complete except for 
#13-14. Is there any reason why 
these be tough? I know of several 
lots which have come up in auctions 
lately which also lacked these two 
numbers. Does anyone know the an- 
swer? Is there any good reason why 
plates #13-14 are more scarce than 
the others? 


#168—10¢ 1897 Jubilee Plate 
Variety 
Boge’s-page 318; calls attention to 
a variety appearing on the 10c value 
“vertical line between CE of Cents." 
I believe this to be a trace of a ver- 
tical guide line. There are guide dots 
also visible along this line. I find 
stamp #2 shows this variety very 
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strongly but that there are faint 
traces in many other stamps. 
i169—The Essay-Proof Journal 

The Essay-Proof Journal was es- 
tablished in 1944. During that entire 
period since nearly every issue has 
carried some information on the 
essays, proofs or specimens of Brit- 
ish North America. The catalog sec- 
tion has given major priority to BNA 
items. No serious Canadian or BNA 
colleetor can hardly afford to be 
without the issues of the Journal 
whieh have so far appeared. Perhaps 
someday, if demand warrants, the 
catalog section might be published in 
book form. If it is, it will become one 
of the really great contributions to 
philatelic Canadiana. 

Yours truly recently accepted 
appointment as the BNA editor. If 
any reader is interested in joining 
the Essay-Proof Society, or in secur- 
ing back issues of the Journal, or 
recording BNA essays, proofs or 
specimens, I would be pleased to hear 
from them. 


#170—Jarrett’s 1929 BNA Book 


This book is fast catching up with 
Howe’s Canada, as far as auction 
price realizations are concerned. 

After selling slowly in a price 
range of $5-512.00 up thru 1942, the 
book climbed to the $20-$25.00 range, 
and stayed there for the past nine or 
ten years, Recently however what few 
copies come onto the market are com- 
manding at least $30.00 and in one 
instance I know of, — a copy sold 
for no less than $37.50! 

#171—Lincoln-Hamlin Campaign ' 
Cover With Pair Canada 5c Beaver 

For years I have been keeping my 
eyes open for U.S. Civil War patrio- 
tics used from Canada. They seldom 
turn up. 

When they do, they are of course 
usually franked with 5c beavers of 
10c consorts. 

Just recently I was able to secure

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an embossed Lincoln-Hamlin Cam- 
paign cover, franked with a pair of 
the 5c beaver. Used from Springville, 
U.C. Jan. 14, :861,—to Indiana 


#172—Boer War Advertising 
Patriotics 


A few months ago I turned up 
three nice patriotic advertising cov- 
ers of the 1898-1900 period,—mostly 
pre-Boer-war, but each bearing color- 
ed flag designs,—in each case one of 
the flags was U.S. so these might 
more properly be classed as Spanish- 
American, used in Canada. 

It’s not often one can turn up 
three new ones out of one lot,—but 
new ones do turn up every now and 
then,—and I’ll wager that there are 
many more still unrecorded. 


#173—Weeping Princess #211 


Somehow this variety has always 
eluded me. Sure several have come 
up at auctions, but being in no hurry 
to aquire plate varieties,—I waited. 
It is well I did,—in a small lot of 
used blocks I found my “Weeping 
Princess." 

That's why stamp collecting is fun! 


#174—“Official Perf Initials” 


Those OHMS Perfed initials are 
hot stuff! However did you know 
there are other varieties that rate 
equal importance? 

That 5-hole, early type OHMS, was 
used only by the Department of Fin- 
ance of the Dominion Government,— 
not by all departments. Of equal sta- 
tus therefore are those perforated 
ND, (seven holes high) for the De- 
partment of National Defence, and 
the MD (seven holes high) of the 
Militia Dept. 

Then of course there are the var- 
ious officials of the Provinces,—at 
least five varities of these exist,— 
more anon. 

#175—5e Numeral-Plate #3 


My plate strip of this value has 
a thick numeral “3”. Both Bogg’s 
and the new Plate Block catalogue 
list this as being “reversed” like 
plate #2. However I believe they are 
both in error. The “3” is not reversed, 
but is really inverted only. I have 
never seen one reversed. Has anyone? 

Incidentally, that ‘3” appears to 
be re-entered over a thin numeral 3. 
Has anyone a strip of this with the 
thin 3 only? 
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#176—“Cracked Plate" 3c Leaf Issue 


Has anyone seen this variety? It 
looks like it might be a cracked plate. 
Starting above the NA of Canada, it 
runs straight up and into the margin 
of stamp,—passing just to the right 
of the upper left leaf. It’s a heavy 
colored line. 

Can anyone report on this? 


#177—Official Pictorial Postcards 


How many collectors are aware of 
these? They were issued in 1932. The 
official government imprinted post- 
card stamp is on one side, on the re- 
verse are sepia rotogravure scenes 
of Canada. Each bears a number 
from #51 to #510. There are 70 dif- 
ferent ones in the series. 

#51-55 are Ottawa scenes. 
#101-101 are from Nova Scotia. 
#151-156 are from New Brunswick. 
#201-203 are from Prince Edward 

Island. 

#£251-259 are from Quebec. 
#301-311 are from Ontario.

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Bluenose---She Ruled the Seas 


By Wessely Hicks, in the Telegram, 
Toronto, June 9, 1953. 


Captain Angus Walters unveiled a 
plaque yesterday, down in Lunen- 
burg, Nova Scotia, to commemorate 
the feats of a schooner called the 
Bluenose. And memories like the 
wash of green water over a racing 
schooner’s bow must have flooded 
over tough, fiery Angus Walters as 
he unveiled the plaque on Lunen- 
burg's 200th anniversary. 

For Captain Walters sailed the 
Bluenose in four international Fisher- 
men's Trophy races and won them all. 
And the Bluenose became a legend. 

"Old Stormalong" she was dubbed. 
And men who knew the sea said she 
was the greatest topmast schooner 
the world ever knew. 

*Old Weather Leg" she was nick- 
named. And men who knew the sea 
said there was never a ship could 
sail to windward with her and when 
she was heeled over in a stiff breeze 
on a close reach or hard on the wind, 
she sliced along with an almost dry 
deck and was a dancing ghost on 
the waves. 

She was queen of the North Atlan- 
tic and a work horse to boot. The 
late King George V, on the occasion 
of his Golden Jubilee, gave her a new 
suit of sails which had been intended 
for his own yacht, Britannia. 

No one but Angus Walters could 
have unveiled the plaque to her yes- 
terday. He still has her wheel. And 
locked in a trunk in his attic are the 
original plans for the ship. Since the 
day when she was launched, they 
have been locked away so no builder 
could ever copy her. 

No shipbuilder could ever copy her 
bow which was built by  rule-of- 
thumb. Men who sailed in her said, 
in the heaviest seas, under racing 
sail, her bow wash was never more 
than a light spray and mermaids 
played around rainbows in it. 

On April 15, 1921, she was given 
her first trial run. And Captain An- 
gus Walters, who was renowned for 
his skill and judgment and courage, 
was at her helm. 

The Bluenose was built to be a 
freighter as well as a fisherman. She 
was built to spend long weeks on the 
Grand Banks, 36,000 square miles of 


the most exclusive cod fiseries in 
the world, and then carry her salted 
catch to Portugal, the West Indies, 
or Brazil. 

On October 22, and again on Octo- 
ber 24, 1921, she raced the Elsie off 
Halifax. The Elsie was out of Glou- 
cester and was built for speed, built 
to carry fresh fish to nearby ports. 

But the Bluenose beat her. She 
beat her by 11 minutes over the 30 
mile course the first day and by 13 
minutes the second day, to win the 
International Fishermen's Trophy. 

In 1922, she whipped the Henry 
Ford, and Gloucesterman. On the 
outward leg of the triangular course, 
the two ships rode so close together 
in light airs that insults were ex- 
changed in conversational tones. 

Then, as the two ships rounded the 
buoy for the homeward leg, a stiff 


breeze blew up to windward. Then 


Captain Angus Walters cupped his 
hands and addressed the Henry Ford. 

“ [f you gentlemen got anything to 
say to us,” he said, “say it now. From 
now on it'l] cost you postage." Then 
the Bluenose romped away from the 
Henry Ford. 

She won the trophy in 1923 from 
the Gloucesterman Columbia. And in 
October 1931, after ten years on the 
Grand Banks, inumerable storms, and 
four days on the rocks at Placentia, 
Newfoundland, she came back to 
whip the Gertrude L. Thebaud, out 
of Gloucester, for the supremacy of 
the North Atlantic. And she beat 
the Thebaud again in 1938, in the 
last of the Trophy races. 

In 1942, with two diesels bedded in 
her, she was sold to the West Indies 
Trading Company. And in January, 
1946, a humble tramp, ship she foul- 
ed a reef near Isle Vache, off the 
coast of Haiti, and sank. 

“Old Weatherleg" they called her, 
and *Old Stormalong." And she sails 
under full canvas on the Canadian 50 
cent stamp, which philatelelists have 
called the most beautiful in the 
world. And she sails under full can- 
vas on the back of Canada's ten-cent 
piece, which she shares with a lovely 
young Queen. 

And it was most fitting that Cap- 
tain Angus Walters unveiled a plaque 
to her memory, yesterday. For he 
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spoke her epitaph back in 1946, when 
he was told she had sunk off Haiti 
in the night. 

*She belonged to all Canada," he 
said.

Edmund Dulac the well known de- 
signer of stamps in Great Britain 
passed away in June. The King Geo. 
6th Coronations together with all 
Cameo portraits used for the stamps 
of His Majesty were engraved by 
him. 

Some months ago quite a contro- 
versy in the press existed regarding 
new issues for Great Britain, while 
some advocated carrying on the old 
fashioned idea of uninteresting de- 
signs, many others demanded some- 
thing new in pictorial effort. It 
would now appear that the moder- 
nists carried the argument, for when 
have we ever seen a more magnifi- 
cent set than Great Britain’s Corona- 
tien issue, and later to these the 
three beautiful designs of the defin- 
ite issue of the Queen. 

The new Queen stamps of St, 
Helena which ere this you may have 
received is an exquisite set and one 
of the finest this colony has yet is- 
sued. Pictorial sets of this nature 
should give stamp collecting quite a 
boost. 

In early September South Africa 
issued new 1d and 4d three corner- 
ed stamps. These are centenery com- 
memoratives and replicas of the 
early issues of the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

A loss to the London Stamp World 
is the passing of Mr. Frank Phillips 
of Stanley Gibbons Ltd. and son of 
our old friend Charles J.. Phillips. 
Mr. Frank Phillips was chairman of 
the Gibbens firm during the past 
few years. 

The P.M.G. of Great Britain, Earl 
de la Warr is reported to be sym- 
pathetic towards philately. It this 


one shilling denomination 


is so, we hope he stays on the job. 

Sudan is giving up air mail issues 
which will be regretted by many col- 
lectors. 

A stamp to watch should be the 
of New 
Zealand’s 1940 centenary issue. It is 
reported very scarce used overseas 
and now priced in Gibbons at 7/6. 

The New Zealand health stamps 
will be issued early in October and 
feature both Boy and Girl Guides. 
The 1d plus %d will be in blue and 
the 2d plus 1d in green. 

The new set of Tonga is a fine pic- 
torial issue and most of them have 
an inset of the popular Queen Salote 
who you will remember received a 
great welcome in England during 
the Coronation ceremonies. 

I should mention two unique col- 
orful stamps which came along early 
in July from Mozambique, they were 
replicas of nine stamps in miniature 
of previous issues. 

Say this has been quite a 
*squawk," even at that I have missed 
a few things I wanted to tell you. 
So long, I hope to meet you again 
next month.

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“SIMILAR” POSTMARKS 


Frank W. Campbell 
1132 Pinehurst

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Some years ago when first start- 
ing the research toward making a 
Canada stampless catalog, I wander- 
ed into listings of postmarks that 
did not agree on type dating or 
manuscript dates. 

I soon realized that ordinarily the 
first postmark instrument ordered 
for a new office would often be one 
in which the date was to be written 
in — and price lists from English 
engravers seen later said a type 
dated one cost three to five times 
as much as a manuscript one. 


In time I saw the pair of marks 
from many places, and am using the 
one here illustrated for detail, but 
earlier samples would be Simcoe, 
U.C., or Port Sarnia, U.C., in the 30 
mm, serif type that started in 1839 
for about 200 places. 


Evidently as mail increased it 
would be a very onerous job hand 
dating each letter. 


The type dated items are much 
more common for any one place. 

The Manitouwaning office here il- 
lustrated opened Oct. 6, 1846, and the 
manuscript instrument was made in 
England in 1847, the type dated one 
being ordered in 1850. Sault Ste. 
Marie office has identical dates. 

The lettering in the later date is 
slightly larger. 

Incidentally, if any data on 
straight line or oval postmarks not 
listed in any publication to date, is 
known, please send me a tracing of 
same. 

The new 168 page U.S. Stampless 
catalog, just issued, has Canada rep- 
resented in it for the first time, a 
few pages being devoted to the oval 
and straight line markings, most of 
which ended in 1845, except British 
Columbia had a few in the 1860 
period.

HISTORY TRACED ON STAMPS 





(From The Vancouver Province) 

Little pieces of history, from the 
rise and fall of empires and the 
struggles of pioneers under blazing 
desert suns and trackless Antarctic 
wastes to the story of human fail- 
ings and pride, was represented in 
Georgia Hotel ballroom 

Tiny visitors from the past were 
the hundreds of postage stamps on 
show at the three-day thirteenth 
annual Northwest Federation of 
Stamp Clubs’ exhibition. 

The collection, much of it rare and 
valuable and all of it interesting is, 
as one collector put it, "an armchair 
adventurer's paradise." 

Most of the collectors are telling 
some story with their stamps, be it 
history or pure adventure—but none 
of them are telling what the collec- 
tion is worth. 

But various estimates and guesses 
from a half-dozen exhibitors puts 
the value of the whole collection 
close to $250,000—maybe more. 

Early history of B. C., particularly 
the Cariboo district, is traced by 
stamps and early covers in the col- 
lection of Gerald E. Wellburn. They 
include some of the first cancella- 
tions from the first Vancouver Post 
Office, and other rarities. 

Another collection, that of Ab- 
ner N. Garland, depicts a series of 
assassinations and executions. Yet 
another tells the story of coffee from 
its origin to the family cup, another 
illustrates famous musical themes 
from great composers—and all in 
postage stamps. 

Oldest stamps at the show are the 
English Penny Blacks of 1840—the 
youngest were in a post office not 
many months ago. 

Wiliam W. Wylie, editor of a 
world-famous bi-weekly stamp news- 
paper with a circulation of 30,000, 
sums up stamps and collectors like 
this: 

“Stamp collecting has been called 
the hobby of kings and kids. Collec- 
tors have been called everything 
from fanatics to members of a pro- 
fession. Philatilists are very well in- 
formed about many world situations, 
history and geography through their 
study of stamps. 

“You don’t have to be crazy—but 
it helps!” he smiled.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks

Looking over last September's col- 
umn I noted this paragraph, which 
seems to me worth quoting at this 
time. 

*Now that the holidays are over 


and cooler weather is here we can 
turn our .thoughts once more to 
stamps. What will be the theme of 
this year's collecting? Two years 
ago it was the O.H.M.S. overprints. 
A year ago Capex and plate 6 of the 
4c orange. No doubt the new Eliza- 
beths will provide some excitement, 
and the last issues of our present 
series, which have a habit of being 
scarce." 

Well, the five cent Capex contin- 
ues to advance, and a set of Pl. 6 
was sold at a recent auction, I am 
told, for $77.80. As for the excite- 
ment caused by the new Elizabeths 
—] will have more to say about that 


in this column. The “last issues of ' 


our present series" came true of the 
two cent, whose plate eight is al- 
ready very scarce. I had thought 
that plate 16 of the four cent might 
make a last minute appearance, and 
be good, but apparently it was not 
to be. 

As for the Elizabeth's I was one of 
the rare individuals, apparently, who 
thought the regular issue quite fair, 
and the criticisms of it in large part 
unjustified, and I remain one of the 
rare individuals who do not look for 
its speedy replacement. Time will 
tell. 

The question about the new set 
which most intrigues me is, “What 
happened to plate 2 of the four 
cent?" It may turn up yet, in quan- 
tity, but I have seen little evidence 
of this as yet. Now that four plates 
of the two cent are out, I wonder if 
one or more may not be scarce? 

The real excitement, of course, 
concerns the Coronation stamp. Much 
has happened since I reported on 
this in the June issue. In spite of the 
fact that *a good stock of stamps 
printed from this plate" were avail- 
able from the Philatelie section, the 
upper right position was sold out in 
a few days, and the other positions 
not long afterwards. I was relieved 


to learn from Mr. Carpenter that 
there had been a good distribution 
of the available supply, as all posi- 
tions of this plate, and upper right 
in particular, are going to be very 
choice items. (Plate four may have 
possibilities too.) 

Not much correspondence during 
the hot weather, but two letters are 
of interest. One is from Major White 
re the,new plate blocks catalogue 
which is to be much amplified and 
improved with the addition of New- 
foundland plates, and early Canadian 
imprints, not to mention all the new 
material of the past two years. The 
cther is from Mr. Richard B. Spring 
of Watsonville, California, who read 
my article in “Gossip,” and asked 
me how to get a subscrition to 
"Popular Stamps." I was most happy 
to oblige, and welcome Mr. Spring 
most cordially. 


KEEP AFTER THEM 





(Vancouver Province) 

The suggestion of George Hees, 
the Progressive Conservative mem- 
ber for Toronto-Broadview, that a 
special postage stamp should be 
issued to commenorate opening of 
the new Toronto subway, reminds us 
that we are trying to talk the postal 
authorities into a special British 
Empire Games stamp next year. 

So far we have not been successful. 
BEG officials here approached the 
postal officials in Ottawa some time 
ago on this subject. While Ottawa 
was quite agreeable to a postage 
cancellation mark drawing attention 
to the games, it turned down the 
idea of a BEG postage stamp. 

This rejection should be reconsid- 
ered. Here is a great national event, 
one that will attract attention 
throughout the world. Nothing would 
do more to publicize the games 
abroad than a distinctive Canadian 
stamp commemorating the great 
athletic event. 

The idea of a British Empire 
Games stamp should be pressed ser- 
icusly at Ottawa and the aid of B.C. 
members of Parliament enlisted to 
help the idea along.

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OBSOLETE POST OFFICE 
P.M.K.'s.

Colleeting legible postoffice name 
cancellations on Canadian stamps 
has a number of followers. It's easy 
when large stamps such as the re- 
cent Red Cross and Coronation issues 
appear. 

But has anyone ever tried to collect 
such cancellations for post offices 
which no longer exist, ghost post- 
offices? It could be most intriguing. 

Paging through a directory of Wel- 
lington county issued in 1883 sparked 
the thought for in it was a list of 
post offices which served the country 
then. There were 79 and checking 
with a present day list showed that 
51 are no longer in existence as post 
offices, some of them dead even as 
villages. 

If anyone wants to try such a 
sideline there's the list of “ghost 
post offices” from Wellington 
county: Armstrongs Mills, Barnett, 
Binkam, Bosworth, Brisbane, Con- 
ingsby, Corwhin, Cotswold, Craigs- 
holme, Creek Bank, Crieff, Cumnock.

One of Canada's foremost obste- 
tricians, Dr. James C. Goodwin pas- 
sed away suddenly at his "Toronto 
home on August 3rd. 

The senior attending obstetrician 
and gynecologist at the Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital, Dr. Goodwin had been 
teaching associate of the University 
of Toronto Medical School since the 
completion of  post-graduate work 
there in 1930. He was an active mem- 
ber of the Academy of Medicine of 
Toronto as well as the Ontario and 
Canadian Medical Associations and at 
the time of his death President of 
the Medical Historical Society of 
Toronto his interest in native history 
extending far beyond his profession. 

Philatelieally over the last twenty 
years he had built up a collection of 
material on the early settlers of Up- 
per Canada, particularly those of the 
Toronto and Niagara districts and 
was a leading authority on all Cana- 
diana. 

He specialized in postal history 
and this collection is considered to 
be one of the best in the world—fre- 
quently called *a small museum in- 
asmuch as it included books, prints, 
maps and medals, old letters and 
stamps with documents relating to 
Upper Canada especially of its na- 
val and military history.

MONUMENT TO N.S. 
PONY EXPRESS 

Victoria Beach, N.S., Aug. 27— 
The granddaughter of the last oper- 
ator of Nova Scotia’s famed pony ex- 
press yesterday unveiled a monument 
commemorating the service. 

Gertrude Anderson, a nurse at 
nearby Annapolis Royal, pulled the 
shrouds away from the boulder with 
attached bronze plaque by the dirt 
road leading to Victoria Beach, where 
paddle steamers once waited to take 
European news across the Bay of 
Fundy to Saint John, N.B. 

Her grandfather, James King of 
Saint John, operated the express, 
which brought the dispatches from 
Halifax in eight hours of hard rid- 
ing during the last of the nine- 
month-long service in 1849. 

The 144-mile service was financed 
by six New York newspapers whose 
co-operative enterprise later became 
the Associated Press. 

They instituted the express in com- 
petition with a similar service fin- 
anced by Wall Street stock specu- 
lators, who knew that information 
gained on British stock quotations 
before the Cunard liners reached 
Boston from Halifax could build for- 
tunes or leave their opponents penni- 
less. 

The newspapers wanted all news 
generally available. 

The pony express riders and Dan 
Craig, an ingenious Boston reporter 


hired to collect the dispatches at 
Halifax, did their job so well the 
Wall Street interests dropped out 


of competition. The express contin- 
ued until the telegraph was extended 
to Halifax.
